The meeting was called to order by Chairman Hep- 
worth at 2.20 P. M. The roll called by the clerk showed 
30 members present. 

Report of the committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing read by Representative Adams, this report enclosed. 

Also letter read from the State Board of Health in 
regard to sewerage. | 

After much discussion it was voted to take up the 
first section of the report. 

After a great deal of discussion it was voted to raise 
the sum of $75,000.00, to be divided as follows: Relief, 
$30,000.00; County Farm, $10,000.00; Mitchell Me- 
morial Hospital, $7,500.00 towards 1937 deficity of 
$27,500.00. 

Voted to accept the committee’s. report on sewerage. 

Voted to accept the committee’s report on laundry. 

Voted to accept the committee’s report on water 
system. 

A motion to indefinitely postpone the report on blue- 
prints was lost. 

Voted to accept the report on blueprints and an 
amendment added that the amount spent should not 
exceed $50.00. 

Voted to accept report of new system of bookkeeping 
and new central store room. 

Representative Hepworth wished to be recorded as 
opposed to the electrical system in tunnels. 

Voted to accept report on electrical system in tunnels. 

Voted to accept report on boiler room. 

Voted to accept report on creamery. 

Voted to accept report on Hospital. 

Voted to accept report on lavatory, lead screen and 
basement sink at Hospital. 

Voted to accept report on children’s ward. 
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Voted to approve a Bond Issue for $42,000.00 to cover 
cost of different items in report. 

Voted that the money be expended under the direc- 
tion of the County Commissioners and by them alone. 

A motion made by Representative Dickinson that the 
members receive no pay or mileage was lost. 

Voted to extend to Superintendent Hilton and wife a 
vote of thanks for the fine lunch served. : 

Voted that we appropriate the sum of $42,000.00 to 
pay an existing debt of the County of Rockingham for 
that amount now evidenced by short-term notes and 
indebtedness, the same to be raised by the sale of the 
Bonds of said County at the lowest rate of interest 
obtainable by sale in accordance with the provisions of 
the public laws. 

Said Bonds to be issued in denominations of one 
thousand dollars each, payable both as to principal and 
interest at the Counting Room of the Exeter Banking 
Company at Exeter, New Hampshire. Said issue to be 
in serial form, the first Bonds payable not later than 
one year from date of issue and the whole issue to be 
retired in not more than twelve years. 

Said Bonds to be issued under the provisions of the 
Municipal Bond Statute (so-called) of the State of New 
Hampshire as set out in the public laws and amend- 
ments thereto. 

Such matters of forms, etc., as may by statute be left 
to the discretion of the County Commissioners, is here- 
by left to their discretion. 


Voted to adjourn at 5.15 P. M.

Upon call of the chairman, a convention of the Dele- . 
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gation was held at the Rockingham County Farm, 
Tuesday, March 1. 

Meeting called to order by Chairman Hepworth at 
1.55 P. M. | 

Commissioner Marston spoke of the direct relief of 
the cities and towns would come on the County after 
June 1, and that the relief cost for the past year was 
$17,000.00 in excess of the appropriation. 

Commissioner Currier read the financial report, 
which showed the Debt of the County being $57,035.00 
and that they would need $133,000.00 more for Relief 
for 1938. He also spoke of extra money for County 
Farm and Hospital. 

Voted that what was spent in each city and town for 
County relief for the month of December be read. 
Commissioner Currier read the amounts, which totaled 
$13,100.07. 

Representative Dickinson moved that a committee 
of ten be appointed to investigate the report of the 
Commissioners’ report and report to the Delegation 
within thirty days. 

Representative Adams moved to amend this motion | 
as that the committee should report in ten days. 

After much discussion the motion and amendment 
were withdrawn. 

Representative Dickinson moved that a committee of 
ten be appointed to be known as a fact-finding commit- 
tee to report to the Delegation within twenty days. 

Previous question called for and so voted.

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of- Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Superintendent of Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital, Clerk of Superior Court, County Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1938. 

Being aware of the increasingly widespread public in- 
terest, we are making all reports as completely detailed 
as possible, including not only the statistics required by 
law, but also many others of public interest. 


County Farm 


The Commissioners, in submitting this report, feel 
much gratified at the manner in which the new super- 
intendent and matron, Mr. and Mrs. George W. Hilton, 
are proving their worth to the County in this, their first 
full year of service. 

The special appropriation, made available by the bond 
issue, has enabled us to make many needed permanent 
improvements at the Farm. 

The new system of bookkeeping and stock control 
records gives an accurate check of every expenditure. 
It is now possible to give an accurate estimate of exact 
cost of maintaining the County Farm. We believe that 
the appropriation should be based on a careful analysis 
of the known costs. 


The Mitchell Memorial Hospital 


The Mitchell Memorial Hospital now compares favor- 
ably with the best in the State of New Hampshire. The 
fact that it has been approved by the American College 
of Surgeons is a clear indication that this Hospital is 
being operated in accordance with the highest hospital

standards. Credit for this should be given to our super- 
intendent, Miss Doris E. Whitman, R.N., who has given 
unsparingly of her time and efforts. The Commission- 
ers take this opportunity to express their deep appre- 
ciation of her efficient management, and to the Rocking- 
ham County Medical Association for its co-operation 
and assistance. 

A diet kitchen is badly needed. It would greatly im- 
prove the service, and would make it possible to operate 
more efficiently and more economically. 


Welfare and Relief 


The relief situation continues to be one of the major 
problems of the present time. During the past year the 
cost of direct relief has increased. This is due to a 
change in the State law, which compels the County to 
take over all cases that have had five years of relief in 
any town. This has resulted in the addition of 123 
families to the County relief rolls. The increase in the 
County costs should show a corresponding decrease in 
the costs to the individual towns. The passing of laws 
to shift the burden from State to County or Town is no 
remedy for this situation. Whatever unit of govern- 
ment administrates relief, it is always the taxpayer 
who has to pay. 


Finances 


As may be seen by the balance sheet, the County debt 
has increased this year. This is mostly accounted for 
by overdrafts on the Farm, Hospital, direct relief, and 
a $42,000.00 bond issue. However, the financial stand- 
ing of the County is excellent and our credit rating is 
high. 

We sincerely hope that we may receive the co-opera- 
tion of the Delegation, and that adequate appropria- 
tions will be made to cover the known costs of County 
government, so that we may be enabled to operate on a 
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pay-as-you-go basis during the years of 1939 and 1940. 

The medical needs of the institution have been cared 
for by Dr. Fred Fernald in his usual efficient manner. 

To all those in the employ of the County, Officials of 
the Towns, the City of Portsmouth, to Clubs and Or- 
ganizations and all who have aided in the administra- 
tion of County affairs and have kindly contributed to 
the welfare and happiness of the inmates of the institu- 
tion, we are sincerely grateful.

I wish to express my appreciation to the Sheriff and 
his Deputies for their efficiency in apprehending of- 
fenders and especially in breaking up a criminal gang 
from out of the State which had been committing a 
series of crimes in our towns bordering on the Massa- 
chusetts line. 

In the western part of our county numerous com- 
plaints of larceny of poultry were received. After in- 
vestigation by the Sheriff’s office, three people have to 
date been apprehended. Two of them are being held 
for the next April Term of Court and one of them was 
turned over to the Hillsborough County authorities and 
received from five to ten years in State’s Prison. It is 
believed that this prompt action will have a salutary 
effect upon others who may be contemplating such 
offense. — ? 

In addition to the work in the Superior Court, assist- 
ance in prosecuting criminal cases in the Municipal 
Courts has been rendered when requested by the 
Sheriff, Town or State Police. 

Legal advice has been given from time to time to 
various county officers, and welfare agencies when re- 
quested. 

I wish at this time to commend the police and other 
officers of the various towns throughout the county and 
the State Police for their co-operation during the past 
year, and I wish also to express to your board and to 
the other county officers my appreciation for their co- 
operation and assistance.

Sheriff’s Report 


To the Commissioners of the County of Rockingham: 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit my report as Sheriff for 
the year ending December 31, 1938. At this time I 
wish to express my gratitude and appreciation to the 
Commissioners, the County Solicitor, my Deputies, the 
City Marshal of Portsmouth, his Inspector and the Po- 
lice Officers, the Chief of Police and their officers of the 
several towns in the County, to the Superintendent, In- 
spectors and Troopers of the State Police, Philip Cas- 
well, the new Probation Officer, and all citizens of our 
County who in any way have helped to make our Coun- 
ty one of the cleanest counties of crime within our 
State. 

We have had two very busy sessions of Superior 
Court, with the result that at the close of the October 
term, the docket will be nearer cleaned up than it has 
been for a long time. I desire at this time to thank 
Judge Johnston and Judge Connor, the two presiding 
justices of the 1938 courts, my Deputy Sheriffs, the 
Clerk of the Court, the Attorneys and the Jurymen at 
both terms for the splendid co-operation and assistance 
which they gave me in the Courtroom. 

I also wish to express my gratitude to the citizens of 
the town of Rye and the Rye Beach Precinct for the 
assistance they have rendered this department through 
the use of their fine equipment and the services of their 
Chief of Police, A. Manning Remick, and the payment 
of his bond as Deputy Sheriff. 

The year 1938 was probably the busiest year the 
Sheriff’s department of our County has ever had. There 
were two murders committed. One of the cases was 
quickly disposed of. Within a few hours after having 
given me a signed statement as to why he committed 
the murder, the murderer died from self-inflicted 
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wounds. In the other case a man is held in the jail 
awaiting trial early in January. I have during the last 
month received the seventh confession of arson since I 
took office a little less than two years ago, which I be- 
lieve is a record. From the statistical report that fol- 
lows you will find that we have had many offenders of 
the law in jail, which speaks very highly for our law 
enforcement officers within the County. 

My department is anxious, ready and willing at all 
times to render service for the welfare and protection 
of the citizens of Rockingham County. Please notify 
me at once as soon as you know of any loss or suspect 
anyone of misconduct, because the easiest time to ap- 
prehend a criminal is while the trail is hot. 

I submit to the citizens of the County a list of the 
Deputies for 1938, the report of the County Jail at 
Portsmouth and a summary of the offenses for which 
the persons were committed to your jail.

I hereby express deep appreciation and grateful 
acknowledgement of gifts from our interested friends. 
The gift of a Westinghouse radio from the auxiliary 
of Rockingham County Medical Society is a welcomed 
addition to our recreation room. The gift of a piano 
from Wayne P. Bryer, M.D., adds much to the pleasure 
and enjoyment of all. Also, the gift of subscriptions of 
magazines given us by Mrs. Corning Benton furnishes 
relaxation. To Donald W. Leonard, M.D., is given the 
credit, appreciation and thanks for the portraiture of 
the Medical Profession, which enhances the beauty of 
the walls of our recreation room. Last, but not least, 
I wish to mention the interest William MacLean, M.D., 
has in our laboratory. The white rats furnished by 
him for experimental purposes have proven both in- 
structive and interesting. 

Before closing my report, I wish to make known the 
fact that the Mitchell Memorial Hospital has been ap- 
proved by the American College of Surgeons, which 
places it on the lists of approved hospitals as meeting 
all the requirements of the International Hospital 
Service.
